Eomment : Up to late January the Juc terbog- Lite s Lager Airfield was occu- 
pied by -two ground attack regiments, During the period from 19 to 2 < Januaiy, 
shipments of perron, cl and eqapxnt continually left the installation for 
Ctaakcn and Focbcritz* During the sane period troops and enurmjent were trans- 
ferred from ./ rnc’ichen tc Jueterbog* Up to the present xmeuckcn has been 
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occupied by two borabcr reginents. Thus it is believed that from 19 January 
to early February the ground personnel of one bomber regiment were transferred 
from V/erneuchen to Juetcrbog and the ground personnel of oik ground attack regi- 
merit from Juetcrbog to Staaken# The shipments nhich took place between 6 and 
8 February possibly represent the second stage of the transfer, involving the 
shifting of the second bomber regiment from Jerneuchcn to Juetcrbog and the 
second ground attack regiment from Juetcrbog. It is indicated that the second 
ground attack regiment from Juetcrbog has been sent to Brandenburg-Briest, a 
field presently occupied by a filter regiment. There have been no signs that 
this unit is to be transferred * The field at Brandenburg-Arado, so far unoccu- 
pied, is believed suitable for a ground attack regiment® 
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
